CONTROL OF TOILET PREPARATIONS 


Sale by Retailers of Labelled Goods 

The Board of Trade wish to draw attention to the fact that on 
and after 1 November 1942, no person shall sell or offer for gale 
by retail any article controlled under the Limitation of Supplies 
(Toilet Preparations) (No. 4) Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 17 August 1942, page 377) (including face 
powder and toilet dusting powder) unless at the time of sale 
(or the offer for sale) the container in which, or from which, 
that article is sold or offered is labelled with the name and 
address of the actual manufacturer or licensed packer, as required 
by the Order. 

This rule applies even when the retailer had obtained the 
goods from his supplier at a date before 1 November. 


Packers’ Licences 
The Board wish to state that no application for a packer’s 
licence received after 1 November 1942, will be considered. 


CONTROL OF JUTE GOODS 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Jute Goods 
(No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2105, price 1d.). 

As from 1 July 1942, the Jute Controller became responsible 
for all purchases of jute goods from India. The new Order 
subjects Control supplies, which will shortly commence to be 
sold to firms who previously imported on their own account, to 
the licensing procedure in force in connection with the distribu- 
tion of supplies bought by those firms direct from India. 


CONTROL OF PAPER 
NO. 52 ORDER 


The Ministry of Supply have issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 52) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2115, price 1s.) which 
makes changes in the maximum prices for paper and contains 
certain new provisions for paper of lighter substances, the prices 
for which are determined by reference to the Schedules to the 
Order. The alterations in the general provisions of the Order 
include :— 

(1) Paper, which is not covered by the Second Schedule to 
the Order, and is not “‘ equivalent paper ”’ as defined 
in the Order, may not be resold by merchants at 
prices in excess of the maximum mill prices. 

(2) Retail sales of paper of 28 Ibs. or more are controlled by 
the Order in regard to price. 

(3) The chargeable weight of the paper is specificially 
defined as the gross weight wherever this is cus- 
tomary. 

(4) A price for any special characteristic not covered by the 
Order may be fixed by general or special direction 
where the Ministry are satisfied that special circun- 
stances exist. 


The form of the Order has been generally revised and the 
majority of the permitted extras which may be charged are now 
set out in Appendix II to the First Schedule. The Order comes 
into force on 26 October 1942. 


NO. 53 ORDER 


The Ministry of Supply have issued the Control of Paper 
(No. 53) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2128, price 2d.) which 
permits certain increases in the maximum prices for waste papel 
which may be paid to waste paper merchants ; certain increases 
in the permitted additions which may be paid to persons other 
than merchants for waste paper which is specially packed and 
graded are also made, but any addition may only be charged 
where a minimum lot of 4 tons of any one description of waste 
paper is available, with certain specified exceptions. In addition, 
the maximum prices of waste ropes and strings have been 
amended. The Order comes into force on 26 October. 
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CONTROL OF PAINT, ETC. 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Paint, etc. + 


(No. 3) Order, 1942, which provides that after 19 October 1942 
no person shall acquire raw materials for the manufacture of 
int, varnish, lacquer or distemper and sell the resultant pro- 
duct, unless he holds a licence issued by the Ministry of Supply. 
Under ‘the concentration plans drawn up by the Board of 
trade, “ nucleus” firms have been nominated and firms which 
yill transfer production under this scheme will be given until 
31 December 1942 to close down. Licences are being issued by 
the Miscellaneous Chemicals Control to all firms whose returns 
under the Board of Trade census showed that their activities 
bring them within the scope of the new Order. Firms who have 
not been granted ‘‘ nucleus” status will be given licences ter- 
minating either at 31 December next or earlier should the firm 
cease manufacture before that date. Other firms wishing to 
apply for licences under this Order should address their applica- 
tions to the Ministry of Supply, Miscellaneous Chemicals Control, 
Terminal House, 52 Grosvenor Gardens, London, 8.W.1. 

Licences issued under the Order provide machinery for con- 
trolling the acquisition of raw materials, the use of such raw 
materials and the sale by the licensee of the finished product. 
Non-nucleus firms who have transferred their production and 
merchants will not require licences to sell. 

The provisions of the Order do not apply to persons who 
make less than 5 gallons or 1 cwt. of paint, etc., in a calendar 
month. 

The Control of Paint, Lacquer and Varnish Nos. 1 and 2 Orders 
are revoked,

PAINT AND VARNISH INDUSTRY 
NOMINATED NUCLEUS AND CLOSING FIRMS 


Nucleus Certificates have been issued to the firms in the paint 
and varnish industry which have been nominated by the Board 
of Trade in agreement with the Ministry of Supply, the Ministry 
of Labour and other Government Departments interested in 
essential production. A list of these firms has been supplied to 
the National Federation of Paint and Varnish Manufacturers 
and to its Area Committees under the Concentration Scheme. 

All firms in the industry are advised to communicate with their 
Area Committee for information on their own position and, in 
the case of those whose names do not appear on the list, for 
advice and guidance in making arrangements for their production 
to be carried out by a nucleus firm. 


Transfers of Production 

Transfers of production should commence immediately. Firms 
unable to comply on account of contracts or any other cause, 
are asked to make a representation to the Board of Trade, 
LM.4, Millbank, S.W.1, who, in conjunction with the Ministry 
of Supply, will examine their position, and communicate their 
decision through the local Area Concentration Advisory Com- 
mittee. In no case will a transfer be postponed beyond 31 
December 1942, after which date raw materials will be allocated 
only to nucleus or approved firms. 


Release of Labour 

Closing firms are advised (1) to consult their local branch of 
the Ministry of Labour in regard to the labour they are releasing 
under the Scheme, and (2) to arrange with the nucleus firm for 
the transfer of any key and/or immobile workers in the older 
age categories the nucelus firm may require. 

When the transfer or release of labour has been carried out, the 
Ministry of Labour will determine, in agreement with the Board 
of Trade, and the Ministry of Supply, the permitted labour force 
of the nucleus firms. 


Compensation Scheme 

An official Compensation Scheme to protect the interests of 
closing firms is being adopted by the industry and has been 
submitted for the approval of the Board of Trade. All firms in 
the United Kingdom and Northern Ireland manufacturing 
paint and/or lacquer and varnish: fall within the scope of the 
scheme unless they have been informed in writing by the Board. 
of Trade that they are outside it. Applications for copies of the 
Scheme should be made to the Secretary of the National Federa- 
tion of Paint and Varnish Manufacturers. 


EXPORT LICENCES 
HAND AND BENCH TOOLS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 19 October, page 467, it should be noted that the address of 
the Directorate of Hand Tools, Ministry of Supply, should read

RECONDITIONED SERVICE CLOTHING 


The title of S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2075 referred to under this 
heading in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 19 October 1942 
(page 463) should read “The Reconditioned Service Clothing 
Order, 1942.” 


COUPON VALUE OF GIRLS’ OVERCOATS 
AND FROCKS 


The Board of Trade wish to make it clear that the lower 
(children’s) coupon ratings only apply to garments which 
comply with the rulings given by Customs and Excise Depart- 
ment for determining whether or not they are in styles generally 
suitable for young children’s wear. 

In particular the Board wish to make clear that girls’ over- 
coats and frocks of or near the maximum length measurements 
(39 ins. and 38 ins. respectively) require. the full number of 
coupons unless they are made in a normal size range extending 
down at least to a 34 in. garment. The larger sizes must be 
identical in style with the smaller ones in the range, and the 
latter must be sold in substantial numbers. This ruling applies 
to retailers as well as to wholesalers and makers-up, and to utility 
garments as well as non-utility. = 


VALIDITY OF CERTAIN SUPPLEMENTARY 
COUPONS AND VOUCHERS 


As there appears to be some misunderstanding about the 
validity of certain supplementary coupons and vouchers, the 
Board of Trade wish to make it clear that the following coupons 
and vouchers are still valid. 

1. The unnumbered blue-green vouchers worth 5 coupons or 
the light brown unnumbered vouchers worth 2 coupons, both 
with perforated edges and about the size of a postage stamp, 
and which are issued to next of kin of prisoners of war, victims 
of air raids and other persons with special needs. 

2. The book of green or blue unnumbered coupons which are 
issued to certain personnel of H.M. Services, and the book of 
blue unnumbered coupons issued to expectant mothers. 


WOVEN NON-WOOL CLOTH 


Under the Woven Non-Wool Cloth (Manufacture and Supply) 
(No. 2) Directions, 1942 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
24 August 1942, page 387) manufacturers and converters of 
cotton and rayon cloth are allowed to apply the Utility mark 
and four-figure specification numbers to cloth which complies 
fully with the appropriate specifications only when they have 
received directions from the Cotton Control to do so. Up to the 
present such directions have been issued only in respect of cloth 
of which the Control have arranged the production. 

Manufacturers and converters who have available cloth made 
otherwise than under direction from the Cotton Control which 
complies with a four-figure specification and which they wish 
to dispose of as Utility Cloth, may, if they wish, apply for the 
issue of directions in respect of it. 

Any manufacturer or converter wishing to avail himself of this 
concession should send a yard sample of the cloth in question to 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce Testing House, Ship 
Canal House, King Street, Manchester, 2, stating the specification 
number which he wishes to apply to the cloth and asking for a 
report on whether the sample complies with the requirements 
for that specification number. He should enclose a letter, 
addressed to the Cotton Board, Midland Bank Building, Spring 
Gardens, Manchester, 2, stating the yardage of cloth for which 
he wants a direction to be issued and containing a declaration 
that all the cloth complies with the specifications of the sample 
submitted. The Testing House will forward their report and the 
letter to the Cotton Board who will consider if they can recom- 
mend the issue of a direction by the Cotton Control. If they are 
unable to do so the B8ard will notify the applicant and return his 
sample and the report. 

The Manchester Chamber of Commerce will charge the manu- 
facturer a small fee for testing the samples. 

The above arrangements apply both to cloth which complies 
with a four-figure specification but not with the old three-figure 
schedule, and to cloth which would for the present be disposed 
of as three-figure utility but which the firm concerned wishes to 
supply under a four-figure number. 


RESTRICTIONS ON SUPPLY OF PLIMSOLLS 
Since 15 June 1942, manufacturers and wholesalers have been 
prohibited from supplying plimsolls except against certificates 


issued by or on behalf of the Board of Education. 
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By the Footwear (Rubber and Industrial) (No. 2) Directions, 
1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2122, price 1d.) the authority to issue 
such certificates is now extended to the following Departments :— 

Home Office. 

Ministry of Home Security. 

Scottish Home Department. 

Scottish Education Department. 

Ministry of Home Affairs for Northern Ireland. 
Ministry of Education for Northern Ireland. 

The certificates will bear the stamp of the issuing Department 
and must be endorsed on the back by the holder before surrender 
to the supplier. Traders who are unable to{supply plimsolls 
from stock should endorse the certificate with their business 
name and authorised signature and send it to their supplier with 
a transfer voucher for the requisite number of coupons. 

To remove misunderstandings the new Direction also includes 
a definition of plimsolls as “any heel-less shoe made with a 
fabric upper vulcanised to a sole.” 


REGISTRATION OF BOOT REPAIRERS 


The Board of Trade wish to remind Boot Repairers that under 
the Footwear Repairs (Control) Order 1942 (see the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 5 October 1942, page 451) they must register 
with the Board of Trade not later than 31 October 1942. 

No official form is provided or necessary for this registration. 
Applications should be made on ordinary business paper or bill- 
head, or a plain sheet of paper, and forwarded to The Assistant 
Director for Footwear Repairs, Industries and Manufactures 
Dept. 2, Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1 

Details should be included of the applicant’s name and address 
(including county) and the number of employees actively 
engaged in the work of repairing footwear. This number should 
also include a working proprietor, if any, but not those persons 
solely employed in receiving, despatching or clerical work. 
Businesses whose only interest in footwear is in the repair of 
rubber footwear, receiving depots, retailers where no work is 
carried out on the premises, institutes and the like which do not 
cater for the general public, are not required to register. 


TOYS 


The Board of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Toys (Maximum Prices 
and Records) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2113, price 1d.) 
fixing maximum prices for the sale of toys by manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers. These maximum prices are :— 

(1) for the manufacturer, the current price at 30 September 
1942 ; 

(2) for the wholesaler who carries stocks and has a regular 
selling organisation for supplying retailers, the price 
paid to the manufacturer with the addition of a margin 
of 334 per cent. of that price (i.e., 25 per cent. on 
returns) ; 

(3) for the wholesaler who does not carry stocks, the price 
paid to the manufacturer with the addition of a margin 
of 5 per cent. of that price (i.e., 44 per cent. on returns) ; 

(4) for the retailer, the price paid to the manufacturer or 
wholesaler’ by the first retailer, together with the 
amount of purchase tax paid, with the addition of a 
margin of 50 per cent. of the total (i.e., 33} per cent. on 
returns including Purchase Tax). 

The correct price is defined as the price at which the same or 
similar toys were being sold on 30 September in conformity 
with the Prices of Goods Act, either in the business in question, 
or, if such toys were not being sold in that business, in a similar 
business. 

Manufacturers are required by the Order to keep records of 
their receipts and expenditure for materials and toys, and of the 
current prices of all toys offered for sale. 

A discount of 2} per cent. must be given by manufacturers and 
wholesalers so long as the toys are paid for by the end of the 
month after that in which they were sold. 


EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT 
RETURN FOR SEPTEMBER QUARTER 


The following statement shows the aggregate amount of the 
guarantees given during the quarter ended 30 September 1942 
under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939 :— 

During the quarter ended 30 September 1942 the Department 
assumed liability up to a maximum of £7,429,789 in respect of 
contracts, policies and guarantees amounting to £16,315,821.

CONTROL OF IMPORTS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
** Board of Trade Journal *’ of 12 October, page 459, and previous 
notices, the Bozrd of Trade have received a copy of “* Notice to 
Shippers No. 88” issued by the American Vice-Consul at 38 
Grosvenor Street, London, W.1, which contains information 
that on and after 1 October all imports into the United States 
must be accompanied by a certificate, on a form which can be 
obtained from the American Consulate General at the above 
address, completed by the shipper stating that he has been 
informed by the consignee in the United States that the im- 
portation of the goods covered by the certificate meets with the 
requirements of General Imports Order M-63. 

The notice states that once it is known by shippers that this 
procedure is necessary, the certification of consular invoices 
will be refused if the invoice is not accompanied by the com- 
pleted certificate, as the completion of a certificate is a pre- 
requisite to the certification of the consular invoice. 

The notice also suggests that those persons who are respon- 
sible for the information contained in consular invoices and who 
will be responsible likewise for the information contained in the 
certificate should call personally at an American consular office 
in this country and request information in connection with the 
preparation of the form, and consult the alphabetical list of 
commodities contained in General Imports Order M-63. 
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A copy of the certificate should be attached to each copy of 
the consular invoice. 

The Board of Trade have also received a copy of Amendment 
No. 1 to Supplementary General Imports Order M-63-b which 
has the effect of including shearlings in List-II to General Imports 
Order M-63.

COUPON BANKING 


After discussion with representatives of traders the Board of 
Trade have decided to make certain modifications in the coupon 
banking system. The necessary Amending Order will be issued 
shortly, but the changes are announced now in view of the fact 
that 1941-42 coupons may not be paid into coupon bank accounts 
after 31 October. 

The maximum number of loose coupons that can be surren- 
dered in respect of a single transaction is reduced from 75 to 50, 
but in future it will be permissible to use loose coupons in part 
settlement of any one transaction. Where, for instance, a 
retailer has 100 coupons on deposit with a wholesaler but wishes 
to purchase immediately goods to the value of 120 coupons, 
he may hand over 20 loose coupons to make up the amount. 
Retailers are, however, requested to make use of transfer 
vouchers whenever possible. 

Actual coupons sent by a trader with an order to another 
trader may in future be paid into the latter’s coupon bank 
account ; and, if for any reason the order cannot be completed, 
the coupons may be returned by means of a transfer voucher. 
Manufacturers and wholesalers who hold 1941-42 coupons for 
the accounts of their customers against unexecuted orders may 
therefore pay them into their own coupon bank accounts before 
31 October ; these coupons must be “ sampled.” 

The rule about ‘‘ sampling ” loose coupons paid into a coupon 
bank account will no longer apply to the coupons cut from the 
1942-43 clothing books or to the similar vouchers. A trader’s 
receipts of such coupons may therefore be bulked for the purpose 
of payment into the bank. Traders will be required, as before, 
to keep a daily record of loose coupon transactions, 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATI ONS 


ALUMINIUM BRONZE AND HIGH TENSILE 
ALUMINIUM BRONZE INGOTS AND CASTINGS 


This publication (B.S. 1031-2 and 1072-3) which has recently 
been issued by the British Standards Institution, forms another 
of the series of copper alloy ingots and castings which has been 
prepared at the request of the Directorate of Economy of the 
Ministry of Supply in order to effect economy in tin. Two grades 
of aluminium bronze are covered, one of 32 tons per square inch 
tensile, in which nickel and manganese are not present as added 
elements, and the other for a high tensile grade (40 tons per 
square inch) in which nickel and manganese are present in order 
to obtain the desired mechanical properties. 

The specifications follow the general lines for all British 
Standard Specifications for ingots and castings.

BELTING DUCKS 


At the request of the Cotton and Rubber Controls, the British 
Standards Institution has recently issued a War Emergency 
Specification for Cotton Belting Ducks for use in the manufac- 
ture of Rubber Conveyor, Elevator and Transmission Belting 
and of Balata Belting. The object of this specification is to 
reduce the number of individual types of duck used in the rubber 
and allied industries in the manufacture of belting, in order to 
effect economy in the use of cotton. The desirability of using 
the smallest possible number of single yarn counts and yarn 
foldings in order to secure the maximum degree of interchange- 
ability was a prime consideration in preparing the Standard. 

Four types of duck (28, 31, 32 and 334 oz.) are specified, and 
it is considered that belting for power transmission employing 
both rubber and balata impregnation and rubber conveyor and 
elevator belting can be made with these four types.
